The bright light ia tbe .Southern 
sky this morning between 3 and 4 
o'clock was caused by the burning of 
Mr. Joseph K. Davis' dairy ham, situ- 
ated on tbe Hill City pike three miles 
from Maysville. 

The conflagration was the result of 
a stroke of lightning, and when dis- 
covered by Mr. Davie the flames were 
under full headway, and, notwith- 
standing he succeede 1 in freeing the 
eight head of horses, seven of the 
number ran back into the barn and 
were burned to death, together with a

Mr. Davis' loss is e-timated at $1.- 
200, with an insurance of $M0 in tbe 
Mason County Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany.

It is said the dead man belonged to 
Wells' construction crew, now Working 
on tbe C. and 0. near tbe coal docks 
in the East End. 

His body was removed to Coughlin 
& Co.'s undertaking rooms, where 
Coroner Slack will hold an inquest 
today.
